BANANA PLANT GIVES FORTH FRUIT 


The banana plant at the El- 
ba courthouse is actually pro- 
ducing a stalk of bananas this 
year, Shown with the bananas 
is Jimmy Foley who watches 
the bush (or tree) each year 
with great anticipation. Mon- 
day of this week he reported 
to The Elba Clipper that we 
should put a picture of the 
bananas in the paper and agr- 
eed to pose with them if we 
would be sure we used it on 
the front page. 


Bananas are native of Af- 
rica but are now widely gr- 
own in other tropical areas. 
In this area it is very unus- 
ual for the plant to actually 
produce any fruit because of 
the cold snaps common to the 


area during the winter months, 

The banana plant has a st- 
alk with little or no woody 
tissue and dies down to the 
roots in winter. Some peo- 
ple wrap the plant or other- 
wise attempt to protect it fr- 
om the cold in efforts to pro- 
duce fruit but often even this 
is unsuccessful with the ten- 
der banana plant. The cou- 
rthouse plant had no protec- 
tion of this kind and in spite 
of the heavy snow this year 
is producing one stalk of ba- 
nanas. 

A close look at the stalk of 
bananas will disclose that con- 
trary to the way they hang in 
a fruit stand, the bananas grow 
a fruit stand, the bananas 
grow upward from the stalk.

The end re- 
sult was that the man on the 
other end of the line became a 
Christian because of dialing a 
wrong number. This isn’t the 
end of the story. Not too long 
afterward, Dr. Hall received 
another call from a person he 
did not know. The caller told 
him a friend told him to call 
this number - that there was 
a great message waiting for 
him. fi 

This began the great tele- 
phone ministry of this man. The 
first day he got fifteen calls and 
the next day some thirty people 
dialed his number. For some 
ten years this kind of ministry 
went on. Some 375,000 calls 
were received. Some of the 
most noted people in New York 
City called him for help. Tw- 
enty-eight priests called plus 
countless numbers of ministers. 
Many people indeep distress and 
many wanting guidance with pfo- 
blems called.

All youcandois change 
your location, and I assure you 
that the one you are going to is 
worse than the one you are now 
in”, he said. 

Nearly one million Bible pre- 
scriptions were given over the 
telephone during his ministry 
in New York. Granted, we pro- 
bably could never do just this, 
but there is so much that we 
could be doing that we aren’t.

What Happened To ‘No Food Stamps 


For Strikers’? 


CONGRESSMAN BILL DICKINSON 


I’ve had a number of inqui- 
ries from persons wanting to 
know what has happened to the 
bill I introduced to prohibit the 
issuance of food stamps to stri- 
kers. The explanation is diffi- 
cult and involved , but I’d like 
to try to tell what happened. 

May 15th of this year, along 
with 60 co-sponsors, I intro- 
duced legislation to prohibit the 
issuance of food stamps to stri- 
kers. The bill was referred 
to the House Agriculture Com- 
mittee and was considered by 
the committee as anamendment 
to the Farm Bill whichthe com- 
mittee was preparing. The Hou- 
se Agriculture Committee voted 
18 to 17 against including my 
amendment in the Farm Bill, 

Therefore, on July 19th when 
the committee’s Farm Bill’ was 
considered by the House, I of- 
fered my amendment and the 
House approved it by a vote of 
213 to 203. The House then ap- 
proved the Farm Bill, including 


my amendment, by a vote of 226. 


to 182. 


The Senate, meanwhile, had 
also passed a Farm Bill. Be- 
cause there were so many diver- 
gent points in the Senate and 
House versions ofthe Farm Bill, 
a conference committee was ap- 
pointed to work out these dif- 
ferences. After comingtoan ag- 
reement on some 110 other poi- 
nts, the committee failed to ag- 
ree on the inclusion of my am- 
endment in the conference re- 
port and agreed to disagree. 

The Senate was the first to 
take up the compromise Farm 
Bill as reported by the confer- 
ence committee and Senator 
Jesse Helms (R.-N.C.) tried to 
amend the Farm Bill with an 
amendment to prohibit the issu- 
ance of food stamps to stri- 
kers. He was unsuccessful as 
the Senate, on a motion by Sen- 
ator Hubert Humphrey (D.- 
Minn.), voted 58 to 34 to table 
the Helms amendment--that is, 
not to vote on the amendment.

promise Farm Bill minus my 
amendment. 

The next action came in the 
House on August 3rd when Con- 
gressman William Poage (D.- 
Tex.), Chairman of the House 
Agriculture Committee, in an 
intricate parliamentary maneu- 
ver, asked the House to concur 
with the Senate action with an 
innocuous amendment he of- 
fered. Had Congressman Poage 
offered the motion to concur 


without the meaningless amend- 
ment, then I could have offer- 
ed my amendment to prohibit the 
issuance of food stamps to stri- 
kers. But he did not; there- 
fore, in order for me to offer 


my amendment the House would : 
have to vote downthe Poage mo-* 


tion to concur with amendment. 
Unfortunately, a number of 
Members who supported my am- 
endment were afraid there would 


«& 
be no Farm Bill if the Poage 
motion was defeated--so the Po- 
age motion passed 252 to 151. 
This action prevented me from 
offering my amendment. 

If the parliamentary situation 
had not been so involved and 
we could have had a straight 
up-or-down vote on my am- 
endment, I believe the House 
would once again have passed 
my amendment. Although I am 
a bit disappointed, I am notdis- 
couraged. It took us four years 
of hard work to get the Houseto 
agree on July 19th by a vote of 
213 to 203 that food stamps sh- 
ould be prohibited to strikers. 
This indicates to me that Con- 
gressmen who care about the 
“rights of the taxpayers” do have 
a voice in this Congress.: I 
believe the next time.-we get 
this issue before the Congress 
we can achieve a complete vig- 
tory. “"?

High Blood Pressure in Youngsters 


High blood ‘pressure, com- 
monly thought of as an adult 
disease, can strike teenagers 
and grade school youth, too, 
said Dr. James F. Mracek, We- 
tumpka, President of the Ala- 
bama Heart Association. 

“And since it can exist sil- 
ently for years increasing an 
individual’s risk of heart at- 
tack, stroke and kidney dam- 
age, it seems prudent for par- 
ents to have their children ex- 
amined for high blood pres- 
sure -- especially if one or 
both parents have it, ” Dr. 
Mracek said. 

While the real cause of hy- 
pertension in children (as well 
as in adults) has not yet been 
discovered, some research has 
suggested that overweight and 
a family history of it play a 
role. 

In one study in Missouri, high 
blood pressure has been de- 
tected in children’as young as 
four years of ages. , -* 

In a’ national health Survey, 
the 18 to 24 age group showed 
that 1.7 percent of the males 
had high blood pressure. Among 
females in that age group, it 
was 1.29. But as age levels 
increase, females gradually 
catch up and then pass malés 
in the prevalence of high blood 
pressure. 

“We know that, if untreated, 
high blood pressure can lead to 


heart attack, stroke, and kidney 
damage,” Mracek said, “and we 
also know that the younger the 
victim the greater the reduc- 
tion in life expectancy.” 

A disease that has no set 
symptoms, high blood pressure 
can attack silently for years, 
with the first outward sign be- 
ing the involvement of a major 
organ, By this time, the op- 
portunity for prevention of ma- 
jor complications may have 
been missed. 

“This is unfortunate,” Dr. 
Mracek said, “because even th- 
ough high blood pressure is a 
serious,hidden disease affect- 
ing one in every six adults, it 
can be detected easily,painles- 
sly and inexpensively, and in 
most cases it can be brought 
under control by treatment.” 

“And so the Alabama Heart 
Association is stressing the 
need for people at all ages to 
have their blood pressure lev- 
els checked. We have found 
that treating even mild eleva- 
tions can reduce the incidence 
of major complications, but only 
a doctor can detect and then 
treat it.”

Only tint fabrics that can be 
washed in hot water. Begin by 
removing buttons, trims and 
linings and taking down hems. 
Fill the washer with hot water 
and mix in the tint as direc- 
ted. Add newly-washed, still- 
wet items that are to be tinted 
and agitate until the fabric is 
slightly darker than the shade 
desired. Reset the controls if 
necessary for a longer tint per- 
iod. Finish with a cold rinse, 
remove fabrics and clean the 
washer by running it through a 
complete cycle with detergent, 
bleach and hot water. 

Be careful while tinting to 
wipe up any spills immediately 
to avoid staining the outside of 
the washer. Aluminum foil or 
plastic film fastened to the lid 
interior and tub opening pre- 
vents staining these areas. 
SANDWICHES 

When packing sandwiches for 
bag lunches or picnics, cover 
them with a damp cloth and 
store in the refrigerator to 
retain freshness longer. 
WATER BILL 

You can reduce your water 
bills with just one ordinary 
brick. A brick in the toilet 
tank displaces the water so 
less water is released with 
each flush. The brick actual- 
ly saves only about four-tenths 
of a gallon of water with each 
flush. But if there are 25 fl- 
ushes a day, the brick would 
save ten gallons of water dai- 
ly. 

There are certain ways to 
handle the brick. Don’t drop 
it into the tank since most 
tanks are ceramic and will cr- 
ack easily. And don’t place it 
so that it obstructs any part of 
the tank mechanism. Also, 
don’t try to displace too much 
water because a certainamount 
is needed for the mechanism to 
function properly.

Of course, there are endless 
variables, Suppose, for instance, 
that the deceased was excep- 
tionally capable in her domestic 
chores, That could increase her 
worth, Thus, the dollar value of 
one housewile —killed in an auto 
collision—was held to be higher 
than average because she made 
most of the family clothing 
and canned considerable produce 
from her backyard garden. 

In another case, the figure 
was higher because the woman 
helped her husband in his plumb- 
ing business; in another, because 
she worked part-time as a bus 
driver; in another, because she 
gave special nursing to her ail- 
ing child. 

Does the law allow’ compensa- 
tion also for the ‘society, care, 
and attention” she gave to her 
husband and children? Some 
courts do, on the theory that 
these too are “services” with a 
price. 

Other courts, however, don’t 
go that far, saying such bene- 
fits are too intangible to be mea- 
sured in money, 

Furthermore, factors that may 
be plus in one situation may be 
minus in another. In one’ case 
an award of $75,000 was held 
too righ, largely because the 
woman had functioned at a be- 
low-average level in family mat- 
ters. She had been on unfriendly 
terms with her husband, and, be- 
cause of her own fritilties, had 
played only a minor role in the 
upbringing of their children.

When warm weather — really 
warm weather — gets to us, there 
is one picture that may be more 
common in people’s minds than 


any other. It is the vision of 
mothers and housewives arriving 
home with the groceries. And 
they've a right to feel bedraggled. 
Even if the car is air-conditioned, 
it is a chore to be the family 
purchasing agent. 

And if the kids and the dog 
have been along, and they are 
tired from the heat, too — well,

The point is, whoever comes in 
with those groceries is usually 
frantically eager for a place to 
pp — and a tall, cool drink, 

Don’t Let Food Sit 

Well, do reward yourself. But 
be careful, Don't let that food-sit 
around too long. Food manufac- 
turers and food retailers have 
worked hard and well to keep 
your food in good shape up to the 
time of your buying it. Now it’s 
up to you — and being hot and 
tired may tempt you to let things 
go. 

I know a milkman who could 
die when he sees bottles of milk 
still on doorsteps, long after 
home delivery, because people 
aren’t up yet, Well, similarly, 
milk from the store can suffer if 
you take too long getting it home 
and under refrigeration. Milk’s 
delicate flavor actually should 
never be subjected to warmth un-

ey Don’t Stack Peanuts No 
More”, emphasizing the tre- 
mendous changes which have 
occurred in all areas of life 
in recent years. 

Illustrating his remarks with 
a number of humorous anec- 
dotes, Dr. Donaldson urged Co- 
vington Electric members to 
exercise a leadership role in 
Supporting changes which are 
for the betterment of our 
country and its citizens, and 
to say “no” to other changes 
which are having a detrimental 
effect. 


Dail Gibbs, Executive 
Manager of the Alabama Ru- 
ral Electric Association of 
Cooperatives, spoke briefly.

Hill reported that the Coop- 
erative repaid almost $215,000 
on its loans last year,and that 
tax expenses. increased by 
over $6,000 to more than’ 
$114,000 for the year. 

The severe ice and snow 
storm in February, and tor- 
nadoes which hit in April, in- 
flicted damage of over $100,- 
000 to Covington Electric’s fa- 
cilities, Hill stated, in addi- 
tion to causing prolonged pow- 
er outages, and. disrupting 
normal work schedules. 

Hill declared that Covington 
Electric had invested over $1 
million during the past two 
years in system improvement 
work, and pointed out that en- 
gineering studies reflected a 
continuing need for system up- 
grading work to meet the con- 
stantly increasing loads. 

The General Manager repor- 
ted that a continuation of es- 
calating costs for all items 
required in operation of the 
Cooperative’s system make the 
likelihood of increased rates 
in the future a distinct pro- 
bability.

Thus, the dollar value of 
one housewife —killed in an auto 
collision—was held to be higher 
than average because she made 
most of the family clothing 
and canned considerable produce 
from her backyard garden. 

In another case, the figure 
was higher because the woman 
helped her husband in his plumb- 
ing business; in another, because 
she worked part-time as a bus 
driver; in another, because she 
gave special nursing to her ail- 
ing child, 

Does tho law allow compensa- 
tion also for the “society, care, 
and attention” she gave to her 
husband and children? Some 
courts do, on the theory that 
these too are “services” with a 
price. 

Other courts, however, don’t 
go that far, saying such bene- 
fits are too intangible to be mea- 
sured in money. 

Furthermore, factors that may 
be plus in one situation may be 
minus in another. In one case 
an award of $75,000 was held 
too righ, largely because the 
woman had functioned at a be- 
low-average level in family mat- 
ters. She had been on unfriendly 
terms with her husband, and, be- 
cause of her own frailties, had 
played only a minor role in the 
upbringing of their children.

Unit System Bill 


Passed For 


Representative Douglas Ea- 
sters and Probate Judge James 
Sawyer were obviously happy 
last Friday afternoon at the 
hastily called press conference 
in Sawyer’s Enterprise office. 

The cause for the happiness 
has leaked out earlier in the 
day when it was revealed that 
the highly controversial “Unit 
System” bill had passed the 
Alabama Legislature and. had 
been signed into law by Gov- 
enor Wallace on July 18. 

The Unit System bill intro- 
duced by Representative East- 
ers authorizes the County to 
place all road building and ma- 
intenance equipment under the 
control of the county engineer. 
The engineer supervises the 
road work according to instruc- 
tions from the commissioners. 
There is a provision in the 
law requiring needed mainten- 
ance machinery to remain with- 
in each district. Sawyer point- 
ed out however that the engineer 
had control of this equipment 
and could shuffle equipment ar- 
ound to expedite the work ar- 
ound the comunity. 

Sawyer and Easters had high 
praise for the bill and the 
promise it holds for improv- 
ing Coffee County roads and 
at a lesser cost to the Coun- 
ty taxpayers. The law sets 
out that the new system must 
be put into action within 60 
days of its becoming law, which 
means it must be in force a-

bout September 18. 

Coffee County. now- has no 
engineer but this bill also au- 
thorizes the hiring of a “Road. 
Supervisor” until an engineer 
could be hired.

The Alabama State Troop- 
ers investigated 20] rural tra- 
ffic accidents with 75 injuries 
and 4 fatalities from 6:00 p.m.
